The 
lowest mark was in December 
when the 11 cent average 
per 
meal was reached with 2,341 
meals being served.

reached in February and March 
with \16 cents per meal the peak.

Like high blood pressure, low pres- 


sure may be traced to chronic inflam- 
mations of the tonsils, teeth, nasal 
sinuses and gall bladder. Recent in- 
vestigations show constipation to be 
quite commonly associated with low 
pressure. 


Barometer of Health 


As I have suggested, low blood 


pressure does not necessarily mean 
disease, but it warrants investigation. 
The blood pressure is, in a sense, a 
barometer of the health of tbe .body. 
It may mean very little to you but 
be of great significance to the physi- 
cian, who uses it as an Index to your 
health. 


Low pressure may be the only sign 


of a glandular disturbance.which oth- 
erwise may be overlooked- Trouble 
with the adrenal glands may cause 
low blood pressure- 'Low blood pres- 
sure is seen in "Addison's disease", 
a disease of the adrenal glands-
